During this 
discussion, it was noted that the invention was 
considered by Army Ordnance and the Rational In- 
ventors' Council several times during tie period 
1936 to 19h2, and was found to be infeasible and 
of no interest to the United States 'Government.

As requested in your zmaorandum of 7 leeeeker 1950, the 
matter of the Rejecting Electronic Ray, invented, by Mr. Arthur 
W, Merchant, has been discussed with Mr. Welle Blodgett Priest 
end lith his associates, and has been thoroughly examined by ay 
organisation. 

Hie idea of the Say was originally offeree to the United 
States Government in 1936, and was the subject of an investiga- 
tions! contract, of 9 May 1 9^6, between the Army Ordnance and 
the Merchant Associates, Inc. the contract was terminated on 
8 October 1937, due to failure of the inventor to fulfill his 
contractual obligations. 


the matter was reviewed by the Arsy Ordnance in 1937, upon 
a recommendation of W» James Roosevelt, and in 193c as the 
resist of an inquiry by Senator H. C. Lodge, Jr. In 19l0 the 
as^pr was reopened by an offer of the inventor to modify the

Any Ordnance reviews failed to find valid reasons for a positive 
action.
